(CHARTER DAY PROGRAM SHEU/ED) 

Efforts to organize a Charter Day 
celebratior. in Greenbelt for June 1, 
were abandoned ofiioially Friday when 
Town Councilncn, meeting as a Goramit- 
tee at Mayor Louis Bessemer’s home, 
decided th^t the Cliarter Day ceremon¬ 
ies could more effectively be sponsor¬ 
ed next year. 

Plans for the program had progress¬ 
ed to the stage where invitations 
to a few outs banding-"fathers of the 
■Greenbelt plan". ;had been sent, ouf^ • /. 

and an orchestral program arranged I ’ ’ .. 

However, after exploring the 
situation, Councilmen decided tliat’ 
since "dedication of Greenbelt" by 
high Adr;:inistration spokemen had 
not yet -taken place, a Charter Day 
ceremony would bo premature, and 
that plans could be more effectively 
centered on a Dedication Day.Cele¬ 
bration- in August or curly Ueptember. 

It was also poin-bed out that out¬ 
door facilities for a feathering as yet 
are not sui-table. Wiicn the athletic 
field, is ooraplotp.d, it 'is beliqyed, 
sufficient turf will be available' to 
witiistand the milling, feet of an out¬ 
door crowd; and necessary gVand-stund 
seating equipment .will then be ayail- 
nble. It is also maintaine.d bha-b 'the 
Town Auditorium.At the school Would 
b>.. baxed beyond capacity, if the pro¬ 
posed celebration were hold there. 

Councilmen concluded that jiriori-ty' 
should be given, thoroforc, to‘Dodioa- 
bion Day. Counoilmai;'Slierrod East de¬ 
clared that imiaediatuly after the town 
is completely occupied, this outstanding; 
event could be staged.

As previously announced, newcomers 
can make application and ’’obtain "bene¬ 
fits of luombership iramcdiatcly -upon 
enrollment,” providing such application 
is mjxde within 30 days after arrival 
in Groonbelt, If an applicant has been 
living hero more -than:. 30 days prior to 
making application, there is a w-Ating 
period of 30 days after fofmal appli¬ 
cation before he can receive benefits, 
except in the case of accidents, 

T}ic diroetprs decided, instead of 
requiring fir^t payment of duos on or 
before expiration of the waiting period, 
that a period of {^raco be allowed until 
t-.vo days after the next govornTiOnt pay 
day following the expiration of the \vait- 
period. Health benefits, however, will 


I*or example, if applq.ca.tion for 
liiombership is laadc on. the, 7th, the wait 
ing period v;ill expire .abQut the 6th 
of the following month, according to the 
■number.of days in 'bho monbh. Applicant 
then has a period of grace extending 
through the .17th in which to pay his 
dues and receive benefits. ' • 

Should the applicant fail to pay 
his dues at the end of the pwjriod of 
grace, but still desire to become a 
biembor, he must make out a now appli¬ 
cation and s'bart all over again, ‘ 

In the case of the first month of ' 
membership only,•there are two periods. 
The first half is from the 1st- to 
15th; the second from the 16th on. 

If dues are paid and bencfits-.-begin 
any time during the first half,-the 
full '.2,00 is duo. In case dues are 
paid and b€;nefits begin during the • 
second half, ^only ^1.00 in dues is 
required for the remainder of the month.

M ■ The Cooperator observed -with some 
pride and wonder the fact that within a, 
fortnight after its editorial on 
"Greenbelt-Speed Limit", advocating a 
lower speed limit in to-wn, and a higher 
speed on Crescent Road between the High 
School and Hillside Road, that the 25 
mile markers on outlying Crescent Road 
were replaced by 35 mile markers. 

However, knowing that government 
action is seldom so expeditious, we 
cannot believe that we had anything to 
do with the change. 

We advocated, on outlying Crescent 
Road, a 45 mile speed limit (standard on 
the open road in Maryland), Wo have, 
however, no objection to the 35 mile 
limit provided that it can be and will 
be enforced . Our quarrel, as stated 
before, is -with unenforseable or unen¬ 
forced laws v;hich lead to disrespect of 
better considered statutes.

For sii pl'icity'v.’o have’'taken a very small number of ballots (13 in all), and 
it shoi’ld be understood that v.dth such a small number of ballots the Hare system 
is S'hovT! to its least advantage. Mathematical laws of probability miniinize whCn 
ballots arc numerous peculiarities evident when ballots arc few.

OBSERVATIONS 

The above ballot, whose imperfections are obvious, was drawn up specifically*'^ 
to show several .things.: 

1, Under a plurality system, with a, b, c, d, e, f, g, viting solid, x»s 
for candidates U, V, l/Y, there would have been no possibility of ambiguity in the 
result, >.and there would have been no possibility cf representation for the minor¬ 
ity, Even if the minority had cast its ballots unanimously for X, Y, Z, under 

the plurality system U, V, W would have been elected. 

2, Under the hare system, there, ia (in this case) ambiguity in the result, 

f('r if the ballots of c and e. had been counted after, rather than before, those 
cf f and r, W would have, been elected instead of V; but however, the ballots were 
counted the minority would be represented by Y. , 

3, Voter q wasted his ballot by failing to name choices other than first, 

4, It my be surmised that if there are only thre-^ offices to be filled, 

choices after the first are futile. That this is net the case is shotvn by the 
fact that in the third count voter m*s fifth choice (for Y) and voter r’s sixth 
choice (for V) were countbd,* '.. .. . .. 


CONCLUSIONS 

I’e believe that a study of this ballot wdll reveal the points at issue bet¬ 
ween the plurality system and the Hare mehtod cf voting, but we again mention 
that the paucity of voters listed handicaps and distorts the Hare system. 

The Hare system is designed tr secure minority representation - to prfn^-ent 
55^ or 60^ of the electc^rate from having 955= or 100^ representati'n, with little 
:r no representation for the minority, iiuthcrities seldom dispute the fact that 
the Hare system secures proporti-nate representation for minorities, and that the 
plurality system denies proper representation to minorities. The effectiveness 
cf the Har system in achieving this is attested by elections under (Cont’d pege 13) 
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The Hare syste,- or the closely rcl'..tod "list syste,"- held in a ^reat mciny 
countries, and in several of the more pro^Tcssive citii^s of this country* 

The question which v/c must'docide","thO rdf ore", *'is’^vHcth'^r in securing the 
adv&fttage of minority representation the Hare system introduced graver disadmnt»*-ii^ 
ages. 

The major -objecti-oins to the Hard system,' as compared to bhe standard plurality 
method of balloting may affect the result, and third (an objoctioij often stated 
but hardly reconcilable with the■principles of democracy) the contention that 
representation of minorities upsets the smo.''th functioning of government bodies* 
Only the second objection need conccrri:Us, for the last is groundless, f.,.nd 
the first should not long apply in Greenbelt, since our frequent telcctibns 
under the Hare system, will provide fo-miliarity-and: understamding. ' •

Our problem then is to weigh tlio ..dvantaf^es of proportionate representation 
against the disadvantage ,of passiblo..r.mbiguity in choosing one or two members of 
a board large in proportion to the, number of voters, ‘'/J'e should realize tliat 
the ambiguity, if any,;will lessen as gr-enbolt.. grov/s, and the number of voters .. a 
increases. . : : : 

The significance of the choice before us is illustrate^ in the election 
several‘months ago of the Board of Directors of the Health Association. 

The voters at that elections were,* roughly speaking, divided into two 
strong and opposing g.roups,. onq, somewhat larger than the other. Hsid we followed 
the usual plurality procooduro in that o.lection, allowing each voter to nuirk an 
X next to each cf Ids seven chidcos for the board, the majority group, by agreeing 
on a set of candidates,, cQuld have elecced a board-on which overymembor re- 
presontod its poixil; oftview, and no one represented-the minority. The result 
would have been not merely tho exclusion of minority-ppirtion from a supposedly 
representative board, but very likely such discontent among the minority as to 
have killed’ the budding Medical Plan. '',Vhat that would have meant'to Greenbelt 
most of us new realize. ' 

-Under the Har.e system of voting, which wo then used, tho minority Smong.,-- 

the voters was represented -by a comparable minority -on,the'Board. And the con¬ 
sequence was-'that msmy of the most stalwart backers of the'present plan wore 
among tho minority present at that election.

There has recently come to our atten¬ 
tion a question of business policy in 
Cooperative stores which is interesting 
in that it bears directly on one of the 
basic principles of all Cooperatives, 

In an ordinary business conducted pri¬ 
vately for profit to an individual or a 
group a dvertising , salesmanship , and 
selling are principle items of expense. 

Now as Cooperatives are founded on service 
and use rather than profit, a reconsider- 
ation of this practice is absolutely 
necessary. Advertising is certainly es¬ 
sential, but should not the emphasis be 
wholly on giving adequate information 
and an honest description of the article 
for sale rather than on a concentrated 
effort to sel l the article at all cost? 

Should not the article be advertised 
sol ely as being able to supply some 
very definite need to the consumer? Is 
there any reason why the c onsumer-owner 


have to pay for being- told.
